The 
Colonial tbnm failed in their efforts 
to doom the resolution that “the 
most effective attitude toward w r ar is 
an uncompromising pacifism.’’ 

The National Union of Students’ 
representatives lay before the ani'd- 
ience thS argument that, if u paciHs- 
tie uttitude can be adopted in all tne 
countries rtf the world, armed force 
can be dispensed with. Thoy went 
further and said that an uncomprom- 
ising attitude could be formed und 
popular opinion could force diplo- 
mats to outlaw war. 

| George W ashington's Argument 
vThfi George Washington verbalists 
tried to disprove this -by showing that 
wur is inevitable, has always had a 
part in the lives of states, and that 
people cannot be induced to give up 
all armaments. Throughout all the 
discussions playful jokes were tossed 
back and forth against each other, 
and the various pleasuntrles kept the 
audience in good humor throughout 
the two-hour discussion. President 
Cloyd Heck Murvin was the presid- 
ing officer. 

..George Washington has to date 
won 4wo international contests, and. 
by thdir defeut last week, has lost. 
threeV The debate last year was 
with «\ Cambridge team, on the sub- 
ject. "Resolved, That this House op- 
poses tf^e growing tendency of Gov- 
ernment, to invade the rights of in- 
dividuals.'" George Washington has 
fallen twice to Cambridge, t>nt twice 
triumphed over Oxford.

Dr. Hollister 
compares a translation of u foreign 
language to an exchanger of foreign 
currency. He states that a man nearly 
approaches the ideal manhood if he 
has assimilated a second language, but 
to resort to a translation is equal to 
being subject to the deduction of the 
exchanger’s usury. ^ 

The staple position of modern lan- 
guages in the curriculum of our 
schools involves the question. “Shall 
the man whose spiritual environment 
is being further widened by higher 
education be enabled to place himself 
at the standpoint of one of more of 
these other nations, be able to enjoy 
at first hand such a fresh aspect of 
life; or shall he continue to acquire 
only at tpond-hand. by reference* And 
illusion, /and perhaps through transla- 
tion, as 'fipuch as will moat inevitably 
he assimilated by him in 'the course 
of time?" 

"Better paid and better prepared 
teachers are necessary.” advises Dean 
Henry Grattan Doyle, "If American 
education is to fulfill its function as a 
purveyor of Tipe understanding and 
many civil virtues’ from abroad."

ON CIRCLE BY GREENBERG 


The Mathematics Club heard 
Michael Goldberg discuss "Restricted 
Constructions” on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 16. He showed that the compass 
is sufficient to perform all Euclidean 
geometrical constructions. The 
straight-edge is entirely unnecessary, 
although its use frequently reduces the 
number of operations. The original 
prqof of this proposition is due to 
Mascheroni, an Italian mathematician. 

The straight-edge alone will perform 
only a limited number of Euclidean 
constructions, but it can perform all 
of them If we are first given a circle 
and its center. Steiner, a German 
mathematician, is the originator of 
these straight-line constructions. 

Mr. Goldberg touched on other types 
of constructions, including paper- 
folding.
